REMARKS 

Reconsideration of the present application is respectfully requested. Claims 1 , 4, 6-7, 
13, and 21-24 have been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer, claims 2, 5, 8, and 14 have been 
amended, so that claims 2-3, 5, 8-12, 14-20, 25, and 26 are presently pending. Claims 5, 9, 14, and 
25 are independent. 

In the Office Action dated August 5, 2004, claims 9-12 and 25-26 are allowed and 
Applicant thanks the Examiner for the allowance. Additionally, claims 5 and 14-20 are objected to 
as being dependent upon a rejected base claim but indicated as allowable if rewritten in independent 
form to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
